DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Election filed September 15, 2008 for the above 
identified patent application. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 2-27 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on September 15, 2008. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Claims 1-11 in the reply filed on September 
15, 2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claim 1 is generic to 
multiple groups. This is not found persuasive because the species are independent or 
distinct because claims to the different species recite the mutually exclusive 
characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious variants of 
each other based on the current record. There is an examination and search burden for 
these patentably distinct species due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 
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Drawings

"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mazzorana (FR 2 580 341). 

Mazzorana discloses a rotation transmission member comprising: a substantially 
ring-shaped rotation transmission portion (1); and a supporting portion that is placed on 
an inner side of the rotation transmission portion and has a substantially circular 
cylinder shaped through hole that is formed by an inner circumferential surface, and that 
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supports the rotation transmission portion, wherein the inner circumferential surface is 
provided with: a smooth ring-shaped surface (13) that is placed adjacent to one end of 
the inner circumferential surface; and a plurality of protrusion shaped portions (5) that, 
taking the ring-shaped surface as a basis, protrude inwards in the radial direction, and 
extend along a portion of the length in the axial direction of the through hole. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mazzorana (FR 2 580 341). 

Mazzorana does not disclose the gear being formed from a sintered material, 
however it was notoriously known in the art to form a gear from the claimed material. 
Official Notice is taken with respect to forming the gear from a sintered material, since it 
was well known in the art. 

Conclusion
